The Perspiratory Tubes of the Skin. 
Taken separately tho little perspiratory 
tube, with its appended gland, is calculated 
to awaken in the mind very little itlen of the 
importance of the system to which it belongs; 
but when the vast number of similar organs 
composing this system is considered, wo are 
led to form gome notion, however imperfect, 
of their probable influence on the health and 
comfort of the individual. I use tho words 
“Imperfect notion” advisedly, for the reality 
surpasses imagination and almost belief. To 
arrive tit something like an estimate of the, 
value of the perspiratory system in relation 
the rest of the organism, 1 counted the 
perspiratory pores on tlie palm of the band, 
and found 3,528 in a square inch. Now, each 
of these poies being the aperture of a little 
tube of about a quarter of an inch long, it fol¬ 
lows that in a square inch of skin on the palm 
of the hand there exists a length of lube 
equal to 882 inches, orf 3i feet. Surely such 
amount ofdrainage ns seventy-three feet 
every squure inch ol skin, assuming this to 
he the average for the whole body, is some¬ 
thing wonderful, and the thought naturally 
intrudes itself; what if this drainage were ob¬ 
structed? Could we need a stronger argu¬ 
ment for enforcing the necessity of attention 
to the skin? On the pulps of the fingers, 
w here the ridges of the sensitive layer of the 
true skin are somewhat finer than in the palm 
of the hand, the number of pores on a square 
inch a little exceeded that of the palm; and on 
the heel, where the ridges are coarser, the 
number of pores on thesquare inch was 2 263 
and the length of the tube 567 inches, or 47 
feet. To obtain an estimate of the length of j 
tube of the perspiratory system of the whole 
surface of the body, I think that 2,800 might 
be taken as3 fair Average of the number of 
pores in the square inch,and 700,consequent¬ 
ly, of the number of inches in length. Now, 
the number of square inches of surface in a 
man of ordinary height and hulk is 2,500; 
ihe number of pores, therefore, 7,000,000, and 
the number of inches of perspiratory tube 
1,750,000; that is, 145 833 feet, or 48,600 yards, 
or nearly 28 miles.— Erasmus IVilson on the 
Skin.

The principal article of export is cotton, of 

which ihe quantity shipped Irom Georgia, in 
foreign vessels, is more than two-thirds; from 
Alabama, considerably nmre than one hall, 
from Louisana considerably more than tliree- 
cigiuhs; and from South Carolina more than 
three-eightbs.

Important Leoal Decisions in France. 
—A correspondent in F’rnnce writes to the 
British and Foreign A. 55. Reporter of Oct. 
15th, as follows; 

“I have been delighted to learn since I 
enme here, that some recent und very impor¬ 
tant decisions of the Court of Cassation will 
liberate a considerable number of slaves. It 
appears that by certain articles of the Codo of 
Noir no slave mother could be separated by 
sale or otherwise from her children who had 
not arrived at the nge of puberty. By this 
law the indivisibility of the mother and her 
young children was declared. It appears 
thut a slave named Virginia had been eman¬ 
cipated by the will of her misstress in Guade¬ 
loupe, hut that her two children had been de¬ 
tained in slavery hy her heirs. An appeal 
was made against this in tho name of the 
mother in the courts of tho colony, which de¬ 
cided against her. From tho colony the case 
was carried to the Royal Court at Bordeaux, 

and tho decision of tho Colonial Court affirm¬ 
ed. Not content with this decision, tho 
friends of Virginio appealed to the Court of ]

free. A similar case from Martinique, that 
ol Eliza Plata and her six young children, has 
been decided in favoi* of freedom. Another 
case, that of Maria Mitietta, of Cayenne, ha* 
been similarly decided; her young children 
have been declared to be free.
